HEAVY  FIGHTING  GOES  ON

Germans  Get  Across  Lys  River  Near  Estaires,  But 

Are  Thrown  Back  Elsewhere — Givenchy  Is 

Taken  and  Retaken — Several  Efforts  Are 


Frustrated  by  French  Troops 


-^~ — LONDON,  April  10.— Mafntaiiilng  their  powerful  at- 
tacks in  the  northern  part  of  the  British  line,  the  Germans 
continued  to  gain  ground  today.  The  official  report  from 
Field  Marshal  Haig  says  that  the  British  troops  were  forced 
Iback  to  the  line  of  Wytschaete,  Messines  Ridge  and  Ploeg- 
steert.

"North  of  Armentieres."  the  statement 
adds,  "we  penetrated  the.  British  lines 
on  both  sides  of  Waasten-Wameton." 


DECORATIONS  WON 
BY  HEROES  NOW  DEAD 

CALOART.  April  10. — An  imposing 
ceremony  took  place  at  Victoria  Park 
today,  when  Lieut. -Governor  Brett  pre- 
sented decorations  to  a  numtier  of  sol- 
diers who  had  won  honors  on  the  fields 
of  France,  or  to  the  relatives  of  those 
who  had  given  their  lives  In  the  cause. 

The  men  who  were  honored  were  Pri- 
vate J.  G.  Pattleon,  V.C.,  Lieutenants 
&  Robertson  and  O.  Y.  Terxa,  who  won 
the  Military  Cross;  Sergt.  Geo.  Cusack. 
Privates  F.  A.  Williamson,  J.  F.  Belt 
and  Alex.  Brown,  whose  gallantry  was 
recognised  by  the  MlliUry  Medal.  All 
but  the  latter  two  lie  under  the  soil 
of  France  or  Flanders. 

Eight  hundred  school  children  and 
100  veterans  as  well  aa  all  the  troops 
of  the  garriaon  witnessed  the  ceremony.

RESPONDING  WELL 

VANCOUVER.  April  10.— B.  8.  Len- 
nie,  registrar  under  the  Military  Ser- 
vice Act.  stated  this  morning  that  all  of 
the  notices  to  class  B  men  had  been 
sent  out.  and  that  hearings  before  the 
triibunals  tn  Vancouver  aiAl  Victoria 
would  start  on  April  22.  The  registrar 
reports  that  the  replies  are  coming  back 
In   very  satisfactory  numbers. 

Of  the  426  men  who  signed  for  aer- 
vice  but  were  later,  after  medical  ex- 
amination,  placed  In  category  B,  notlceb 
will  be  ^ent  out  within  the  next  couple 
of  days  directing  that  thoae  affected 
shall  report  at  the  depot  iMttallonM 
either  at  Hastings  Park  or  at  the  Wll^ 
lows  at  Victoria.  According  to  pipsent 
Intentions,  these  men  will  be  divided 
evenly  between   the  two  camps.

LONDON,  April  10.— 'In  the  recent 
fighting  and  retirement  along  the 
Western  front  a  certain  number  of 
medical  utilts,  such  as  casualty  clear- 
ing stations,  fell  tnto  the  hands  of  the 
enemy,"  says  a  War  Ortlce  announce- 
ment  Issued   this   evening. 

"All  the  medical  and  surgical  person- 
nel of  these  units  and  the  patients 
were  safely  evacuated,  noae^  of  them 
falling  Into  the  hapUs  of  the  enemy," 
the  anflotin<}em^€'  a^da.  After  saying 
that  the  equipment  and  materUl  all 
had  been  replaced  ipimedlately  and 
that  all  the  deficiencies  In  personnel, 
offlcers,  nurses  and  other  ranks,  had 
t>een  made  good,  a  tribute  was  paid 
in  the  announcement  to  tthe  Cana- 
dian and  Austi%Jian  medical  authori- 
ties for  generoilBly  lending  medical 
offlcers  and  nurses. 

"It  ia  regretted,"  the  announcement 
continued,  "that  in  the  process  of  evac- 
uating the  casualty  clearing  station  a 
number  of  casualties  occurred  among 
the  medical  and  nursing  personnel.  This 
w««  Inevitable,  as  the  units  had  to  be 
cleared  at  short  notice  under  heavy  fire 
in   many   caaes. 

"\  surgical  team,  which  very  gener- 
ously had  been  sent  to  one  of  our  casu- 
alty clearing  stations  by  «  Philadelphia 
honpital.  was  heavily  iKHnbarded,  and 
two      officers     and      one      nurse      were 

wounded. 

"We  hear  nothing  but  praise  for/  the 
unselfish  devotion  and  dinregaod  of 
personal  safety  by  all  the  medical  and 
nursing  personnel.  The  wort*  of  the 
stretcher  bearers  and  of  motor  ambu- 
lance drivers  has  been  exemplary 
throughout."

Over  a  thousand  returned  soldiers 
and  members  of  societies  Interested  in

WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE,  April  10. — (By  the  Associated 
Press). — The  Messines  Ridge  and  the 
Ploegsteert  Wood,  which  last  June  were 
Cleared  of  Germans  by  a  spectacular 
cup,  again  today  were  filled  with  swirl- 
ing masncn  of  fiercely  battling  troopn 
as  the  result  of  a  new  drive  launched 
by  the  enemy  between  .\rmentleres  and 
Mosslnees   thin   morning. 

Kor  h"iirH  the  Oerman  hordes  have 
been  fllnvinis;  themselves  vldouBly 
against  the  defending  linen.,  xnd  Wy 
sheer  weight  of  numbers  forced  their 
way  forward  at  iteveral  points  Into  the 
British  ponltlont*.  Messinen,  I'locgstcort 
and  Nlneppe  all  had  come  within  the 
■one  of  the  bitter  fighting  during  the 
forenoon,  but  with  attacks  and  counter- 
attacks In  progress,  the  situation  was,' 
changing  so  rap'idly  that  it  was  impos- 
sible to  say  at  the  lime  of  ftllnK  of  thin 
diHpatch  a  p.m.  Wednesday)  which 
way  the  tide  of  conflict  was  flowing. 

Today's  push  north  of  Armentieres 
was  a  continuation  of  the  new  Phjpne  of 
the  great  offcnnive  which  boiled  up  yen- 
torday  between  Oivenchy  and  ,\rmen- 
ttercn,  when  the  enemy  surged  forward 
suddenly  with  fresh  tronpa  and  made 
a  considerable  dent  In  the  defending 
lino. 

If  the  enemy  attack  of  today  nhonid 
succeed,  Armentieres  would  lie  in  » 
deep  salient  with  the  Germans  well  In 
on  either  aide  of  it. 

In  the  meantime  fighting  in  proreedlng 
at  various  points  in  the  sector  betwecii 
Givenchy   and    Armentiere.«. 

To  Oestroy  Brltlsk 

f)ne  of  Ihe  msin  frsturen  of  the  Oer- 
man plans  for  the  offensive  as  a  whole 
now  becomes  obvious.  The  Kaiser  Is 
bant  on  annihilating  the  British  army 
aa  far  as  is  possible. 

The  question  of  geography  retires  to 
the  background  In  comparison  with 
this  pretentions  programme.  This 
aas  threatened  some  time  ago,  and 
now  It  appears  that  a  serious  attempt 
is  being  made  to  put  it  Into  effect. 
Attacks  already  made  are  believed  to 
t>c  but  forerunners  of  other  assaults, 
which  will  come  In  quick  aucceaslon 
along  the  British  front. 

Prisoners  declare  tha  offensive 
above  Armentieres  will  be  extended 
forty  kilometres  northward.  Every- 
thing the  Germans  can  Put  against 
tha  Britlah  will  l>e  kept  on  this  front, 
and  deaparate  flgfatlflNr  muat  !>•  ex- 
pected. 

Tastarday's  gains  south  of  Armen- 
tieres were  made  mainly  through  tha 
Portuguese  front,  upon  which  the 
Germans  dellvarad  their  main  attack. 
The  assault  had  been  anticipated,  and 
the  present  line,  to  which  the  Altlea 
fell  back,  was  prepared  aa  a  counter* 
ntove  to  check  the  rush.

MADE  TO  U.S.  NAVY

CHICAGO,  April  10.— Since  April 
t,  1917.  the  day  on  which  war  was 
declared  against  Germany,  there 
have  been  added  to  the  United 
States  JltLvy  1.275  vessels,  aggregat- 
ing 1.055.116  tons.  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  Daniels  declared  tonight  in  an 
address  at  National  Chambers  of 
Commerce. 

"In  addition  to  the  battle  cruisers, 
dreadnoughts  and  scout  cruisers 
nuth<)rls«*rt.  .sonic  building  and  others 
deferred  temporarily  for  the  more 
pressing  construction  of  ships  to 
transport  soldiers  and  munitions  and 
supplies."  he  said,  "we  are  now  build, 
ing  of  what  is  technically  known  as 
smaller  craft  from  65  to  1.215  tons 
each,  794  vesaelF.  with  an  aggregate 
tohnage    of    420.217    tons. 

"We  are  now  working  day  and 
night  In  Oovernment  and  In  private 
plantfl  on  the  construction  of  more 
American  destroyers  than  were  in  all 
th-»  Allied  navies  when  war  beg.in. 
and  every  possible  fHC-llity  Is  being 
crc.-itcfl  to  conntruct  additional  fight- 
ing craft  which  can  be  cfTeclivo 
aKainst  the  submarine  stilletfo  war- 
fare  of   destruction."

LONDON',  .\pril  lo.— In  moving  tlic  second  reading  of  the  ^fan- 
Power  'bill  in  the  House  today.  Sir  Geo.  Cave,  Unionist  member  for 
Kingston,  Surrey,  said  it  was  the  duty  of  the  cotintry  to  do  every- 
thing it  could  do,  and  then  only  should  it  be  entitled  to  use  to  the 
fullest  extent  the  help  given  by  its  Allies.  Germany  had  made 
Europe  an  armed  camp,  he  added,  and  the  necessity  of  taking  every 
man  who  could  be  sipared  was  overwhelming. 

Sir  George  declared  that  he  had  been  advised  that  application 
of  the  Man-Power  bill  to  Ireland  would  yield  large  numbers  of  men, 
but  if  only  five  divisions  could  be  got  frcwn  Ireland  it  would  be  wortli 
while. 

He  <1l«1  not  believe  the  army  would 
be  needed  to  force  the  enforcement  of 
the  meaaure. 

The  apenker  nrlded  that  even  if  there 
wan  an  Irlwh  i>Hr1lHmpnl  the  question 
of  ron^rrlptlon  In  Ireland  would  ntiil 
rent    with    the    Imperial    Parllnment.

Mr.  Ikmar-Law's  Argaxneat 

Mr.  Andrew  Bonar-Law,  spokes- 
man of  the  Oovernment,  said  that 
what  had  happened  in  France  was 
unexpected.  That  waa  why  this  bill 
was   presented. 

"It  la  useless  to  conceal  from  our- 
selves tha  real  position,"  he  said. 
"UnUl  the  battle  began  the  balance 
of  forces  was  not  against  the  Alliea 
on  the  Western  front.  Not  otily  the 
Oo^rnment,  but  the  British  and 
Prench  military  advisers,  believed 
that  there  was  no  danger  of  anything 
fatal  happening.  Wherever  the  fault 
lies.  It  does  not  relieve  the  neeeaalty 
of  nillng  the  ranks  In  the  army,  un- 
less we  are  prepared  to  accept  the 
position  that   we   cannot  win. 

"We  have  been  able  to  flU  the 
wastage  In  the  battle  thus  far,  but. 
according  to  the  figures  of  the  cas- 
ualties available,  the  most  critloat 
tune  Is  likely  to  arise  at  the  end  of 
May  or  June.  We  have  succeeded  to 
«ome  extent  m  meeUng  the  diffleuity 
by  what  the  AiMericans  have  done. 
We  cannot  put  too  high  our  admlva- 
tion  of  President  Wilson's  action  In 
thle  matter  In  brigading  the  Ameri- 
can troops.  Nothing  but  absolute 
necessity  could  have  Justified  ouf 
making  such  a  demand  or  Preeideni 
Wilson's  acceding  to  it." 

There  were  still  elitht  months  at  least 
of  tills  campaiirn  left,  Mr.  Bonar  Law 
continued,  and  If  the  struggle  went  on. 
as  the  aovcrnment  believed  it  would, 
the  men  conscripted  now  would  become 
available  Just  at  the  time  they  were 
needed.  The  Government  had  already 
put  in  men  of  four  months'  or  less 
training,  and  must  face  the  economic 
risk,  confronted  as  it  was- by  a  greater 
risk. 

"What  we  are  doing  now."  he  said, 
"might  mean  the  difference  between 
victory  and  defeat" 

With  regard  to  Ireland,  the  Qovern- 
tnent  did  not  contemplate  without  re- 
luctance or  hesitation  anything  that 
threatened  to  make  Ireland  Englaad'a 
enemy,  it  ought  net  to  be  so.  The 
Oovernment  was  asking  Ireland  to  do 
nothing  which  was  not  asked  from  the 
citlaens  of  every  belligerent  country, 
and  the  fact  that  it  was  delayed  proved 
that  the  Government  had  been  anxious 
to  deal  fairly  by  Ireland. 

'We  acted  only  after  mature  censld* 
eratlon,"  said  Mr.  Bonar  Law,  "end  we 
are  not  going  to  alter  our  decision.  If 
this  clause  is  rejected  it  will  be  wiser 
to  reject  the  whole  bill.  If  the  country 
thinks  we  ar«r  making  a  mistake  we  Will 
do  our  utmost  loyally  to  support  sny 
other  Oovernment  whieh  carries  on  the 
war."

SURPLUS  STOCKS 

OF  FOOD  KEDUCED 

OTTAWA,  April  lO.-^The  Canada 
!Pood  Beard  states  that  the  new  anti- 
waste  and  anti-hoarding  orders  made  by 
the  Board  have  been  responsible  In  part 
at  least  for  a  large  reduction  in  the 
surplus  of  apples  and  poutoes  In  Can- 
ada. 

The  quantity  of  apples  in  the  Anap- 
oils  Valley  and  in  leading  marketing 
centres  was  reduced  during  the  month 
of  March  by  nearly  100,MO  barrels.  The 
smallest  reduction  has  taken  plare  at 
Winnipeg,  where  11.000  barrels  of  ap* 
pies  irere  In  storage  en  March  10.  as 
eempafed  with  11,400  barrels  on  Marsh 
1.  The  Pood  Board  has  telegraahed 
the  fruit  laspector  at  Winnipeg  Inquir- 
ing whether  theee  holdings  are  liable 
to  be  marketed  without  loss.  If  the 
stocks  there  san  net  be  taken  care  ot 
Without  waetage  tbe  Peed  Board  la 
prepared  te  require  dealers  to  dispose 
of  their  holdings  without  delay. 

Very  conatderable  suppllea  of  onions 
are  reperted  Ut  be  held  in  Bnush  Col- 
umbia. Dealers  there  are  warned  that 
they  are  llalMo  to  j»roeecutloa  If  any 
portion  of  theee  atoeka  are  allowed  to 
spett.

QUBBBC.  April  10.— ItaJ^r  O.  B.  Rod- 
gers. Toronto,  who  had  onarge  of  t^ 
BfiUltla  in  8t  Roeh  on  tbe  night  ef  tbe 
riot  on  Monday.  April  1,  was  the  aala 
witness  today  at  the  coroner's  Inquest 
Into  the  death  of  four  civilians  fcUled 
In  the  claah  between  tba  aiob  aad  (he 
mlliti*. 

He  exiplalned  that  he  had  1.1  SO  nea 
under  bis  command  that  night  wUh 
tea  machine  guns,  atotlened  threuglMat 
the  riot  sone.  « 

He  said  oaly  oi^  ef  the  guaa  waa 
flred  and  that  was  in  Bt  Sanveor  aear 
Bagot  atreet.  where  the  four  elviliaas 
were  kUled.  He  aays  it  worked  barely 
a  few  seconds,  and  that  about  St  bul- 
lets were  fired  from  Its  muxale.  Wit- 
ness  also  sUted  that  ths  Riot  Act  was 
read  In  both  fVeneh  and  Bngllsh  about 
0  o'eleek  that  nlfht  near  the  Jacques 
Cartler  market  place  by  Captain 
Halgtins. 

He  had  received  orders  to  subdue  the 
trouble  as  maoh  as  poaalble  by  the 
simple  presence  of  the  troops  and  to 
fire  aqxong  tbe  crowd  at  the  very 
lateat  possible  moment  to  prevent  If 
possible,  any  bloodshed.  His  special 
mission  that  night  was  to  prevent  the 
holding  of  Armand  Lavergne's  meeting 
and  to  prevent  any  groups  from  gath- 
ering. Major  Rodgers  then  related  how 
he  saw  shot  after  shot  flred  against 
the  military  from  housetops,  from  be- 
hind snowbanks,  from  behind  posts  and 
also  from  a  hiding  place  l)ehlnd  the 
cabstand  at  Bt  Joseph  Street  and 
Bagot  Street.  It  was  then,  the  riot 
growing  to^  a  high  Ditch  9f  activity, 
that  he  himsslf  ordered  the  machine 
gun  brought  to  the  fore,  backed 
against  a  stone  wall.  He  otdered  his 
men  to  fire  the  guA.  but  just  far  a  few 
seconds,  enough  to  scare  tbe  neb 
away. 

The  major  added  he  was  positive  the 
machine  gun  hit  no  one.  that  aU  those 
who  were  hit  were  strock  by  stray 
buUsts. 

Questioned  by  Armeild  LavOrgne,  at- 
torney for  the  families  of  victims.  Ma- 
jor Rodgers  said  that  all  the  soldiers 
who  helped  to  quell  the  riots  in  Quebeo 
City  were  draftees,  none  of  them  hav- 
ing eeen  service  at  the  front. 

He  said  that  some  of  the  officers, 
however,  were  men  returned  from  the 
front. 

Joseph  Tremblay,  eousln  of  Edward 
Tremblay.  one  of  the  victims,  testified 
that  they  went  to  Jacques  Cartler 
Square  to  attend  Lavergne's  meeting 
and.  finding  the  meeting  waa  cancelled, 
walked  along  St  Joseph  Street  He 
says  he  remembers  reading  the  notloea 
m  the  prees.  ordering  oltisens  te  desist 
from  forming  gtoups,  but  that  he  never 
thought  tbe  military  would  enforee  tbe 
orders  to  such  an  extent 

Major  Rodgers  said  the  soldiers 
were  served  with  ordinary  ammunition. 
He  had  inspected  It  himself.

BUDGET  DEBME 
IS 


Minister  of  Lands  Outlines 
What  His  Department  Has 
Been  Doing  During  the  Past 
Year, 


Asiiertlon  that  the  Government  pol- 
Iclea  were  designed  aolely  In  the  intec- 
e«t  of  the  public  and  that  what  haabeen 
done  la  In  line  with  the  promises  the 
people  were  given  by  the  present  ad- 
ministration. Hon.  T.  O.  Pattullo.  Min- 
ister of  L«nda,  outllass  what  h«  ha4  ae- 
compllahed  in  hla  own  department  dur- 
ing hia  addreas  on  the  budget  speech  in 
the  Legislature  yesterday.  He  took  oc- 
casion to  rap  Victoria  and  Vancouver 
for  what,  he  alleged,  was  their  Indif- 
ference to  ths  n«ed«  of  their  northern 
sister,  Prince  Rupert,  and  he  asserted 
that  that  lack  of  helping  spirit  among 
the  cities  was  something  in  line  with 
the  Indifference  which  the  Bast  has 
shown  to  British  Columttia  In  the  mat- 
ter of  granting  to  the  Province  its  fair 
shara  of  war  work. 

Mr.  Richard  Wallls,  Albemi.  alao 
apoke  In  the  debate,  auocinctly  referring 
to  the  needs  of  the  diatrict  and  advo- 
cating remedies  for  existing  difficul- 
ties. At  the  night  session  Mr.  F.  A. 
Pauline  spoke.  The  debate  was  ad- 
journed by  Mr.  J.  T.  Cowper. 

epsaks  for  Pavmen 
At  the  night  session  Mr.  K.  A.  Paul- 
ine, IJberat  member  for  Saanlch,  dealt 
with  the  subject  of  the  taxation  of  farm 
laiida,  and  referred  to  the  report  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  taxation,  which 
In  1911  Investigated  the  question  of 
taxation  of  farm  lands.  That  body  had 
reported  that  the  true  value  of  the 
lands  should  be  the  selling  value  after 
the  value  of  Improvementa  thereon  had 
been   deducted.     The    removal   of   taxa- 


Cion  on  farm  improvements  was  recom^ 
mended  by  the  Commission.  The  Royal 
Commission  on  Agriculture  In  1912  also 
held  the  tax  on  farm  Improvementa  was 
a  penalty  on  production,  and  that  the 
basis  of  taxation  should  be  the  price  as 
near  as  possible  to  the  value  of  the 
land  in  a  state  of  nature. 

It  as  astonishing  to  relate,  Mr.  Paul- 
ine said  that  in  the  face  of  those  strong 
recommendations  nothing  was  done.  In 
that  year  the  Province  had  a  net  debt 
of  only  18,000  a  year  later  the  Province 
owed  a  mere  quarter  of  a  million  as  net 
debt.'  It  was  Incredible  that  the  Oov- 
ernment  of  the  day,  having  the  oppor- 
tunity to  give  the  farmers  the  relief 
they  needed,  did  nothing.  At  this  late 
date  the  Province's  net  debt  was  121,- 
000,000,  and  the  condition  of  the  farmer 
very  much  worse  oft  than  then.  The 
late  Government  had  had  a  magniflccnt 
opportunity  to  help  the  farmers  at  a 
lime  when  its  flnanclal  burdens  were 
pi^ctlcally  nothing.  But  It  was  de- 
lightful to  think  there  Is  a  new  regime 
In  force,  and  that  It  proposes  to  place 
•  the  farmers>«n  a  much  more<  equitable 
hasls  than  they  have  been  before.  While 
the  steps  proposed  may  mean  less  for 
the  exchequer.  It  would  mean  far  more 
for  the  Welfare  of  that  large  class  that 
has  had  unjust  snd  heavy  burd<)ns  to 
bear. 

Venuuieat  Moads 
The  member  for  Saanirh  touched  on 
the  question  of  good  roads  referred  to 
by  the  member  for  Albernl,  and  stated 
that  the  experience  of  the  paat  twenty- 
five  yeara  shows  the  unwisdom  of  build- 
ing roads  on  the  system  adopted  in 
British  Columbia.  Elfiewhere  the  policy 
has  been  of  laying  permanent  cement 
roadways,  every  material  required  in 
which  are  now  available  In  this  Prov- 
ince. He  referred  to  the  deplorable  con- 
dition of  the  Island  Highway  on  the 
Colwood  section,  and  suggested  that  the 
Government  should  lay  a  sample  of  ce- 
ment roadway  there.  •The  result,  he 
predicted,  would  be  so  satisfactory  that 
it  would  mean  the  Inauguration  of  a  defi- 
nite policy  of  permanent  cement  road- 
ways In  the  Province. 

Mr.  Pauline,  dealing  with  the  Coal 
liarbor-tHardy  Bay  road,  said,  with 
reference  to  the  suggestion  by  the  mem- 
ber for  Albemi,  that  when  the  latter 
had  had  to  get  the  member  for  Comox 
to  press  the  Government  to  complete 
the  road  and  failed  to  do  so,  that  doubt- 
less the  member  for  Comox  did  not  foel 
Justified  In  asking  the  Government  to 
spend  more  money  on  that  road,  and 
further,  Mr.  fltewart's  riding  was  so 
much  In  need  of  roads  that  he  felt  some 
further  attention  to  that  district  was 
necessary. 

Mr.  Pauline  pointed  out  that  In  his 
opinion  the  member  for  Alberni,  Instead 
of  charging  the  Government  with  adopt- 
ing a  blue  ruin  policy,  should  rejoice  at 
the  fact  6t  the  development  of  the  dis- 
trict by  the  Whalen  Pulp  Company,  and 
he  hoped  that  before  many  years  that 
establishment  would  require  facilities  of 
much  greater  Importance  than  a  mere 
ten-mile  road. 

Mr.  Wallis  suggested  that  the  Whalen 
Company's  holdings  were  not  In  his  rid- 
ing but  In  that  of  the  member  for  Co- 
mox. -*«    -'■     ' 

Mr.  Stewart  rose  to  say  that  if  that 
was   the   case   he  did   not   know   it. 

Mr.  Wallis  insisted  that  such  was  the 
fact. 

Mr.  Hawthornthwalte  suggested  it 
was  s  point  the  Importanes  of  which 
warranted  the  appointment  of  a  Royal 
Commission.

Kamloops.  to  i^fer 
to  the  necessity  of  the  Government's 
taking  charge  of  the  moaey-lsadsrs  who 
succssded  in  goi^gtng  a  SS  per  cent 
profit  from  their  victima  He  advocat- 
or a  %.w  restricting  such  interest 
ehariros  to.  at  the  most.  T  por  csnt,  and 
•uggestsd  that  bank^  and  other  insti- 
tatlons  should  be  prevented  from  secur- 
ing profit  through  the  compounding  of 
interost,  and.  In  the  case  of  riolatton  of 
any  law  to  that  effect  that  such  profits 
I>e  confiscated. 

Mr.  AndsrsoB  eulogised  the  Minister 
of  Public  ^orks.  and  #axe«  wroth  with 
thoso  who  critkiisod  the  method  of  pre- 
sentiag  the  estimates  for  road  work, 
declaring  that  the  Minister  had  treated 
trtry  district  fairly,  that  he  had  ap- 
pointed a  vry  high  type  of  district  Voad 
engineer  and  that  be  had  dons  his  ut- 
most to  eliminate  politics  from  his  de- 
partment. Mr.  Anderson  criticised  the 
late  Govcrmnent  for  selecting  the  Hope- 
Princeton  routs  for  what  will  ultimate- 
ly become  an  later-provlnelai  highway, 
saying  the  logical  routs  was  that  along 
the  Frassr  River  from  Hope  to  Golden. 
The  former  route  might  be  all  right  for 
those  who  desired  to  go  up  so  high  that 
they  could  pelt  themselves  with  snow- 
balls in  July,  but,  he  asserted,  the 
twenty  miles  already  completed  had 
cost  SlOO.oeo  snd  to  compiets  the  road 
would  cost  9Seo,«eo.  or  perhaps  double. 
He  advocatod  more  nnlform  legislation 
for  the  varieys  Provinces,  especially  In 
regard  to  company  law,  Inaolvency,  pro- 
bate of  eatates,  etc.,  pointing  to  the  fact 
that  already  tiwo  provinces.  New  Bruns- 
wick and  Manitoba,  have  expressed  ap- 
proval of  the  plan  whereby  three  mem- 
bers of  each  Provincial  i>ar  would  form 
a  board  to  advise  the  respective  Legis- 
latures to  that  end.  and  Ontario,  A1- 
iberta,  and  Kova  Scotia  would  soon  fol- 
low suit.  Such  a  step,  he  said,  would 
eliminate  confusion,  reduce  legal  ex- 
penses. i^)d  undoubtedly  benefit  the 
country  as  a  whole.  Also  he  advocated 
the  old  system  of  appointing  notaries 
public  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
rather  than  aa  at  present  by  the  jGov- 
ennnent,  an  applicant  for  the  office  to 
be  examined  to  show  he  possensed  the 
requisite  qualificWtlons.  Steps  to  en- 
courage the  prodiA(tlon  of  livestock  and 
better   regulation   of   grants   to   agrlcul-

The  debate  was  adjourned  by  Mr.  J. 
C.  Cowper. 

Tendering  his  congratulations  to  the 
Speaker  and  the  Deputy  Speaker,  as 
well  as  to  Mrs.  Smith,  the  Minister  of 
L«nds  stated  that  however  pleased  or 
otherwise  the  member*  of  the  House 
may  be  with  the  flnanclal  status  of  the 
Trovince  as  set  out  In  tl^  budget 
speech  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  un- 
doubtedly they  would  agree  upon  the 
able  manner  in  which  he  had  presented 
his  facts.  It  was  |n  easy  thing,  the 
Minister  of  Lrfinds  opined,  to  deliver  a 
budget  speech  at  a  tlhie  when  revenues 
were  buoyant,  but  a  difficult  matter 
under  the  conditions  existing  In  the 
Province  today. 

An  azplaaatloa 
Dealing  with  the  work  of  his  own  de- 
partment, Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  stated  that 
while  it  called  for  no  defence,  yet  in 
view  of  some  changes  made  some  ex- 
planation might  perhaps  be  acceptable 
to  the  House.  When  the  present  Gov- 
ernment took  office  the  deipartment  was 
In  a  disorganised  condition.  He  could 
go  so  far  as  to  pay  a  compliment  to 
the  late  Minister  of  Lands  in  that  when 
he  took  office  he  had  apparently  made 
an  attempt  at  reorganisation,  but,  un- 
fortunately for  him,  he  had  been  travel- 
ling in  bad  company  an^  he  soon  slid 
back.  Now  the  offleiala  were  kept  busy 
cleaning  up  work  In  arrears  left  by  the 
late  administration. 

The  Minister  dwelt  at  length  upon 
the  steps  taken  to  amalgamate  the  work 
of  the  department,  to  the  bringing  to- 
gether of  all  branches,  a  step  that  cost 
money  but  which  resulted  In  co-ordin- 
ating the  work,  and  while  permitting 
economies  In  administration,  had  been 
productive  of  excellent  results,  the 
larger  part  of  the  expense  being  neces- 
sitated by  the  change  In  the  offices  of 
the  water  snd  forest  branches.  Due  to 
the  lack  or  co-operation  hitherto  be- 
tween the  various  branches  of  the  de- 
partment and  the  absence  of  any  sys- 
tem of  clearances,  the  Province  had 
suffered  heavy  \6»m.  Lands  had  been 
sold  as  agricultural  lands  that  contain- 
ed very  valuafble  ttm'ber  holdings,  snd 
the  Province  hsd  lost  thousands,  and 
even  millions,  through  failure  to  secure 
an  adequate  return  in  revenue  from  the 
timber  resources.  In  one  such  case 
alone  the  Province  had  lost  some 
$300,000. 

ACadalstratleB 
Discussing  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment from  the  standpoint  of  adminis- 
tration and  policy,  Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo 
thought  the  Importance  of  the  success 
of  the  former  did  not  require  to  he  elab- 
orated upon.  It  had  always  been  his 
opinion  that  the  success  of  s  policy  was 
two-thirds  In  administration.  Tt  hnd 
been  his  aim  and  that  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  keep  in  mind  not  only  the 
rights  of  the  Individual  but  also  thoso 
of  the  pu4>lle.  He  referred  to  the  sur- 
vey branch  as  having  been,  up  to  the 
ttme  the  late  Government  engaged  Mr. 
Dawson.  In  a  "frightful"  condition.  By 
co-ordinating  the  work  of  the  survey- 
ors of  the  various  branches,  the  work 
hsd  been  systematlsed,  and  that  partlo- 
atar  branch  Is  now  in  a  position  to  fully 
cope  with  all  requirements.  An  invport'- 
ant  departure  was  the  Introduction  of 
a  system  whereunder  In  sli  Govern- 
ment offices  throughout  the  Province 
would  be  available  for  the  Intending 
settler  full  information  of  the  lands 
available  for  settlement.  TTvery  piece 
of  surveyed  Isnd  will  thus  be  ts:bulated 
and  full  data  relative  thereto  be  avail- 
able, something,  the  Minister  stated, 
thst  had  not  hitherto  bs«n   the  case. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  referred  to  the 
ren^arks  of  the  member  for  Fort 
George  anent  the  recommendation  by 
the  auditors  engaged  by  the  Govern- 
ment. Messrs.  Price.  Waterhoose  Sk 
Company,  that  the  old  system  of  tmst 
funds  for  the  dspartmsnt  should  b« 
done  asray  with.  Personally,  he  said, 
he  had  never  offered  any  criticism 
against  such  a  system,  which  was  a 
necsssary  one.  he  thought,  and  it  did 
not  neeeeaarily  follow  that  because 
the  auditors  had  recommended  that 
that  system,  aa  Introduced  by  the  late 
government,  be  done  away  with  that 
they  were  necessarily  right,  But.  he 
thought,  the  membe^  for  Fort  George 
had  raised  a  straw  man  merely  to 
knock  it  over. 

Mr.  Roe*— It  eeet  tit.oee  to  get 
that  advloe  from  the  auditors,  and 
new  you  do  not  adopt  their  raeom- 
mendatlon.

liost   His  Votes 

The  Minister  of  Lands  hsd  some- 
thing to  say  about  the  old  system  of 
road  work  aa  carried  on,  he  alleged, 
under  the  late  government.  The  ex- 
penditures therefor  had  been  chief- 
ly made  Just  before  elections,  and  he 
recalled  that  In  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands  before  th*  l»16  election  every 
man  there  had  been  employed  on 
road  work,  so  much  so.  In  fact,  that 
while  he  had  hopes  of  securing  a  fair 
support  there,  the  vote  showed  that 
at  some  polls  he  did  not  get  a  vote. 
In  one  poll  the  vote  had  been  seven 
to  one  against  him.  the  solitary  sup- 
porter having  |>een  his  scrutineer, 
and  yet  he  know  that  prior  to  the 
election  the  sympathies  of  the  voters 
at  that  p.articular  soot  had  been  with 
him.  Iii  another  case  the  road  fore- 
man actually  drove  the  men  away 
from  the  polls. 

The  scattered  settlement  encouraged 
by  the  policy  of  the  late  government, 
Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  asserted,  had  been 
responsible  In  great  measure  for  the 
present  heavy  overhead  expense  of 
Government;  an  elaborate  machinery 
of  government  had  been  brought  into 
play  which  it  la  now  difficult  to  elimin- 
ate, for  to  do  so  would  mean  that 
thousands  of  settlers  In  the  outlying 
sections  would  be  deprived  of  ad- 
ministrative facilities  they  are  en- 
titled to.  such  as  schcols,  police  pro- 
tection and  other  facilities. 

In  reply  to  the  Question  recently 
propounded  by  the  member  for  Fort 
George  aa  to  why  the  Government  had 
not  brought  down  a  grasing  policy, 
the  Minister  of  Lands  stated  that  the 
old  government  had  been  In  power 
for  fourteen  years  and  had  done  noth- 
ing. It  was.  he  said,  a  di^lcult  ques- 
Uon,  but  the  member  for  Fort  George 
was  well  aware  that  the  Department 
of  Lands  had  been  exceedingly  btny 
on  that  very  point  Personally,  he 
bad  vlstUd  the  Cariboo  and  discussed 
the  matter  with  the  cattle  men,  but 
had  found  a  Tory  wide  diversity  of 
opinion.  Bvt  a  policy  would  be 
brought  down  adequately  dealing 
wltJi  that  queatlon.  though  doubtleae 
the  member  for  Fort  George  would 
then  take  all  the  credit  for  having 
forced  the  matter  apoa  tho  attention 
of  the  OoTenuneat.

Klme.  and  one  which  the  ptiblle  be- 
lieved was'an  attompt  to  carry  out  a 
y^e-electlon  premise.  Its  failure  to 
put  Into  practice  the  doctrine  of 
abollshtac  ^atronafo  ha*  done  th* 
present  Oovernmont  a  fr*at  doal  of 
harm.  What  has  done  It  more  harm 
stH(  Is  It*  apparent  unwlUlncness  to 
plv*  preforentlal  treatment  to  those 
who  have  fouvht  In  this  war.  In 
some  Instances  the  welfare  of  returned 
soldiers  hM  botp,  soomlafly.  studi- 
ously ncfleoted,  for  there  have  been 
numerous  case*  whore  thoy  have  no^ 
been  ptven  tho  opportunity  of  miAli- 
ln«  aopUoatlon  for  po*U  which  are  In 
the  gift  of  the  Oovernment.  Mr. 
Oliver  and  the  members  of  his  ad- 
ministration havo  now  had  ap  In- 
sight Ipto  th*  feeUngs  of  the  re« 
turned  men  on  a  matter  In  which 
the  Qovernmeat  should  be  anxious, 
willing,  and  proud.  toTlend  all  the  as- 
sistance In  Its  power. 

We  regret,  too,  the  Premier's  atti- 
tude on  the  resolution  regardlpf  alien 
lobor  and  alien  enemies.     It   Is  true 
it  la  strictly  th*  Federal  Oovernment's 
affair,  but  then,  *o  Is  the  matter    of 
hereditary  titles,  yet  this  was  brought 
before  the  Provincial  Legislatur*  and 
a  resolotlon  thoroon  passed  and  for- 
wardod  to  Ottawa.    It  would  b«  Inter* 
cstlng  to  Isarti  why  the  aamo  eoprs* 
.  should  not  be  followed  with  th*  re- 
turned soldiers'  rosolutlon.    Th*  vary 
loast  the  Premier  could  have  promised 
would   have   been  to   lay  the   matter 
before  the  Legislature  and  obtain  an 
expr«**loR  of  opiplen.

The  British  are  again  bearing  al- 
most th*  entire  brunt  of  tho  a«rman 
offensive,  which  ao  a  part  of  a  pro- 
arranged  plan,  conttaueo  to  b*  *x- 
toiidod.  It  has  now  sprsod  as  far 
north  as  the  Tpres-Comlnes  CanaL 
•ottthwaata,  as  tar  a»  th*  Olo*.  th* 
only  part  o<  tho  front  which  ha*  not 
y*t  boon  attacked  In  foreo  durinc  the 
prooaat  offenalv*  Is  that  hold  by  the 
Canadian  corps.  The  enemy  by  pow- 
erful assaulu  gained  ground  again 
yesterday  between  Ann*tttl*r*o  and 
La  Vas***>  Vtaihor  north,  botwoen 
Armaatlovo*  and  m.  Slol.  h*  has 
torood  tho  British  book  on  th*  M**- 
•ln*.Wyneha*i*  lUdg*.  to  tho  oouth 
of  which  FloogBtoort  is  itlll  held  by 
Sir  Doughui  Half's  troops.  Th*  Ger- 
Kuua*  claim  COO*  priaoners  and  lOO 
guns  as  theUr  oaptureo  In  ^hiaoday's 
nttaeks  between  Armentlor**  and  La 
Bass**.  Thoy  olalm  that  y**t*rday 
th*y  ero***d  th*  Rl^or  Lgr*  at  **veral 
point*  between  Arm*ntl*r**  and  Es- 
talr**,  and  this  Is  admitted  In  the 
British  ofRdal  eommnalque,  which 
says  the  enemy  ha*  established  him- 
self on  the  left  bank.  At  other  polnu 
of  the  .new  front  Involved  there  has 
l»een  heavy  fighting,  but  the  British 
by  counter  attaok*  hav*  jnatntained 
t^elr  positions. 

'  Th*  new  dovolopm***^  <*'  ^^*  ®'* 
f*nslve  embrao—  a  front  of  twenty 
miles.  It  will  tend,  if  the  enemy  con- 
tinues to  progroB*,  to  create  once 
more  a  salient  of  which  historic 
Tpres  will  be  thO  crucial  polnl.  No 
doubt  th*  British  will  strivs  with 
*vet^  m«an*  at  th*Ir  command  to 
maintain  po*i*s*lon  of  th*  Wyscha*t*- 
Messlnes  ridgs,  a  commanding  posi- 
tion of  gr*at  tactical  Importanc*.  The 
stretch  of  front  where  the  battle  Is 
mglng  during  th*  po*t  two  days  Is 
within  thirty  miles  of  Dunkirk,  so 
th*  gravity  of  the  Gorman  m*nac* 
there  cannot  bo  overestimated.  In  his 
lateet  assnult*  th*  *namy.  so  far.  Ui 
not  maktnf  nnything  Ilk*  th*  -pro- 
gr*aB  ao«ompllsh*d  during  th*  open- 
ing day*  of  the  great  movement  from 
Oambral  and  Bt.  Qu*ntln.  for  h*  Is 
now  attnoklng  posltlohs  far  stronger 
than  thooe  In  proximity  to  the  old 
Hlndenbwrg  line.  But  th*  str*ngth 
being  displayed  by  the  enemy  Is  far 
In  excess  of  what  was  anticipated. 
The  persistency  of  his  attacks  lends 
additional  emphasis  to  ths  belief  he 
Is  dotermined.  at  all  coots,  to  secure 
a  decision  befors  Amorloa's  strsngth  I* 
brought  to  bear  In  th*  war.  Th*r*  la 
no  other  explanation  of  the  character 
of  the  offensive  now  in  progress. 

It   la   becoming   clearer   daily     th* 
prea«nt   offensive   will   extend   to  the 
North  Sea  and  that  what  1*  happening 
from  week  to  week  Is  all  part  of  the 
prbgramm*  ordained  by  th*  German 
High    Command.        The    enemy    has 
bern   defeated  In  his  first  ^rand  as- 
fmult   designed    to   force   the   British 
back   beyond   Amiena,   separate  th*m 
from    the   French   and   thus   open   a 
road  to  Paris.     But  the  extension  of 
the'  offensive  northwards  shows  a  de- 
termined effort  to  break  British  per- 
tinacity  and   fore*  th*  hurrying     of 
AlU*d  rolnforooflMnt*  to  that  part  of 
th*    line   so   that   the    Channel    ports 
may   be   safeguarded.        Possibly   th* 
Germans  ^rgue  they  will  be  able  to 
lead      General    Foch    to    weaken    his 
''lines     farther     south     by     detaching 
troops  to  defeat  tho  monac*  to     th* 
coast  line,  and  then  thoy  will  again 
mak*  a  Bupr*m*  *ffort  \on  the  fronC 
betw*«n  th*  Somm*  and  Olse.     8pec> 
ulatlon  on  tho  probable   cours*     of 
events  must  tako  Into  consideration 
two  dominating  factors  of  the  pres« 
ont  situation,  namely:  The  ability  of 
th*  0*rmans  to  contlnus  such  sacriv 
flees  of  man-power  as  they  hav*  made 
In  the  lost  thr*o  wooks  and  th*  grow. 
Inc  r**l*Unc*  of  the  Alltao.    Th*  lat. 
t*r,  as  has  been  admitted,  were  caught 
unprepared  for  an  offensive  of  such 
magnitude.    Why   th*y   should   hav* 
b**a  will  probably  romain  a  mystery, 
and  it  I*  to  tho  futor*  w*  must  look. 
Th*  r*«istanc*  to  th*  Gorman     on* 
slaught.  Is  dsflnluiy  •tis*ntng.    N*w 
reinforcements   are    constantly   being 
brought  up  and  the  German  meUioda 
of  attack   in  this  battle  are  now  a 
matter  of  common  knowledg*.    Val* 
uabi*  ground  contlnu**  to  b*  lost  but 
that  Is  Inevltabl*  when  the  enemy  I* 
wnturinc  *o  much  in  hi*  pr***nt  on. 
•taught.     It  is  th*  pan  of  wisdom  to 
rotroot  In  th«  fhoo  of  ororwhelminff 
numbers.  wh*n  la  doing  ao  ft  Is  poo* 
sibie  to  Inflict  heavy  «nfualtlo«  on  tho 
enemy.

It  seemed 
rather  stranre  to  me  that  I  should  be 
in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Patriotic 
Society  asking  me  to  return  aame.  We 
aee  everywhere  where  there  are  any 
kind  of  advertiaementa,  all  about  the 
good  this  society  baa  been  doing,  and 
"about  what  they  are  soIdk  to  do!  Surely 
this  la  Indeed  a  atrange  action  on  the 
part  of  sueh  a  soeiety.  to  ask  back 
what  they  have  given,  to  a  widow  with 
two  children  to  care  for. 

The  letter  from'  the  aoclety  reada  aa 
follows:  "We  are  advised  by  the  Cana- 
dian Patriotic  Fund  that  your  pension 
aUrted  on  March  lat,  and  as  we  paid 
you  t2&  for  the  month  of  March,  when 
the  regulationa  provide  that  we  should 
not  do  BO,  we  should  be  glad  if  you 
would  kindly  repay  us  tho  sum  of  |25."

Indeed,  but  for  the  Defense  of  the 
Realm  regulations,  I  should  have  Illum- 
inated   my    house    when    the    brief   and 

yet     eosutio    acknowledgments     began 
to  arrive. 

"I  wish,"  recently  wrote  a  survivor 
of  the  'contemptible  little  army,'  "I  wish 
that  It  were  possible  to  explain  mat- 
ters fully  and  to  make  you  realise  what 
the  kindness  of  your  fund  meant  to  me 
and  ntany  others  in  these  cireumstanoea. 
Tour  fund  was  the  "friend"  who  came 
to  ray  aid  in  the  old  dark  days,  when 
one  shuddered  to  look  into  the  future. 
Tour  fund  it  was  which  by  its  timely 
aid  and  tMnlgnlty  brought  us  back  from 
the  depths  of  despair,  and  made  us  real- 
ise that  'someone'  was  not  unmindful 
of  the  sacrifice  which  we  had  made." 
Such  thanks  might  seem  excessive  ^.If 
I  did  not  explain  that  tlie  writer  was 
one  of  a  batch  of  men  wounded  and 
m«de  prtseaere  In  August  and  Septem- 
ber. ltl|.  who  had  not  received  a 
change  ef  clothes  between  that  date  and 
June.

Sir: — ^In  your  Issue  of  Sunday  there 
appears  a  paragraph  stating  that  com-- 
plaint  was  made  at '  your  offlce  re- 
garding the  arrival  of  returned  sol- 
dier* on  Friday  morning  last,  who 
found  no  one  to  meet  or  welcome  them 
upon  landing  here.  In  reply,  I  wish  to 
Inform  you  that  returning  soldiery 
have  been  met,  and  greeted,  upon 
arrival,  for  the  past  three  years  when 
we  know  they  are  on  board  the  boat, 
but  It  has  been  getting  more  and 
mor*  difficult  to  find  out  whether  the 
boat  has  returned  men  on  board  for 
the  past  few  months,  and  this  Is  the 
only  reason  that  the  Friday  boat  ar- 
riving at  1  a.m.  was  not  met,  because 
we  had  no  notlflcatldn.

MORE  PROGRESS 
MAOEM  HOUSE 


Water  Act  and  Game  Act  Get 
to  Committee  Stage  After 
Great  Amount  of  Discussion 
— Many  Suggestions  Made. 


■"h. 
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eom«  furthor  profreM  wm  made  by 
the  House  yesterday  when  the  de- 
bate* tipon  the  motion  for  the  second 
rendlnc  of  the  Mil  to  amend  the 
Water  X6t,  the  measure  contalnlnt; 
the  Government's  copaervatlon  policy 
for  the  Irrigated  districts  and  that  the 
new  Oame  Act,  whereunder  the  old 
system  of  game  wardens  will  be  done 
away  with  and  their  duties  turned 
orer  to  the  Provincial  Police,  were 
continued  and  concluded. 

Mr.  McDonald,  member  for  North 
Okanagan.  spoke  on  the  flrst  named 
measure,  poinUn*,  to  the  food  results 
he  expected  frotot  the  bill  for  bU  rid- 
ing, which,  he  suted,  was  doinc  P«r- 
haps  more  in  the  way  of  increasing 
prodaction  than  any  other  section  In 
the  Province.  The  bill  would  virtually 
mean  Oovernment  ownership,  be  said. 
a  method  he  Wl  advocated  in  1»0«. 
'  Had  that  polksy  then  been  adopted  the 
subsequent  troubles  of  the  companies 
and  water  users  would  not  have  been 
experienced.  He  was  satisfied  that 
under  the  terms  of  the  bill  the  de- 
partment would  be  able  to  nuike  a 
thorough  Investigation  and  be  in  a 
position  to  step  In  and  protect  the 
water  users.  The  legislation  of  last 
year  and  this  was,  he  believed,  whoU/ 
In  the  Interests  of  the  water  usdfs. 
The  bill  was  no  attempt  to  confiscate 
holdings  of  the  companies,  but  was 
rather  a  fair  solution  of  a  difficult 
situation. 
■   The  bUl  waa-glven  \U  secong  read- 


Ing. 

On  the  debate  on  the  Oame  Act  Mr. 
Frank  Mobley  (Atlin)  opined  the  chief 
objection  the  Opposition  had  to  it  was 
because  some  forty  odd  game  war- 
dens, appointed  by  the  late  Oovern- 
ment, would  be  let  out  of  their  posi- 
tions. He  argued  that  the  plan  to 
hand  the  work  over  to  the  Provincial 
Police  was  a  good  one.  The  police 
body  was  an  honest,  efficient  organ- 
isation, but  now  that  a  Liberal  Oov- 
ernment was  In  power  there  would 
not.  perhaps,  be  as  much  work  for  the 
police  department  as  formerly.  He 
strongly  advocated  paying  the  police 
a  living  wage. 

Oame  Decreasing 

Mr.  Mobley  pointed  to  the  gradual 
extinction  of  game  on  Vancouver 
Island  as  well  as  in  the  northern  sec- 
tions of  the  Province  and  said  while 
the  game  branch  had  shown  a  profit 
—the  only  one  that  did— It  was  ob- 
vious that  without  proper  protection 
of  the  game  that  profit  would  annual- 
ly be  decreased.  He  advocated  better 
supervision  over  Indians  and  the  ne- 
cessity of  more  stringent  regulations 
as  to  the  quantity  of  ^ame  that  may 
be  taken. 

Mr.  Wallis  (Albemi)  called  atten- 
tion to  the  "notorious"  amount  of  plt- 
lamplng  carried  on  in  Albemi  by 
motor  parties,  who  utilise  the  slde- 
lighU  of  their  cars  at  night  time  for 
that  purpose.  He  suggested  pigeons 
should  be  protected,  stating  they  did 
the  farmefs  no  harm,  the  while  af- 
fording hunters  an  excuse  for  getting 
into  the  woods  and  shooting  grouse^ 
He  was  sorry  to  see  the  game  war- 
dens had  lAeen  discharged,  but  he  was 
glad  to  see  the  efficient  warden  em- 
ployed in  the  Alberni  section  had  been 
retained    by   the    Oovernment. 

Mr.  Hawthomthwalte  (Newcastle) 
disputed  the  suggestion  of  the  mem- 
ber for  Atlln  that  the  game  on  Van- 
couver Island  is  becoming, extermin- 
ated. Rather  it  Is  increasing,  he  said, 
due  to  the  prohibition  some  years  ago 
of  the  killing  of  deer  for  commercial 
purposes,  a  step  then  advocated  by 
him.  As  Sir  Clive  Philllpps-W^olley 
had  truly  said,  there  should  be  but 
one  game  law.  "thou  shalt  not  sell." 
He  pointed  to  what  had  been  done  by 
New  Zealand  In  developing  that  island 
into  a  great  game  country,  and  stated 
that  the  masses  should  be  considered 
rather  than  the  rich  game  hunters.  No 
more  healthful  recreatioif  could  be 
given  the  people  than  huntlnir.  and  he 
advocated  a  reduction  In  the  gun 
licence  to  one  dollar,  but  increasing 
the  tax  upon  hunters  from  outside  the 
Province  to  $100  or  9200.  In  handing 
over  the  work  to  the  police,  Mr.  Haw- 
thomthwalte said,  care  shooM  be 
taken  that  men  understanding  game 
and  habits  of  game  be  engaged.  He 
could  see  no  reason  why  deer,  moun- 
tain sheep  and  other  classes  of  game 
common  to  Mainland  sections  of  the 
'Province,  should  not  be  Imported  into 
Vancouver  Island. 

Mr.  Buchan  (Columhia)  dwelt  at 
length  upon  the  game  capabllitlea  of 
his  riding  and  pointed  to  the  necessity 
of  conservation  of  the  game  of  the 
Province,  suggesting  a  sliding  scale  of 
charges  for  hunters  based  upon  so 
much  per  head  of  game  shot.  He  made 
a  large  number  of  suggestions  as  to 
the  best  method  of  protecting  game, 
many  of  whioh  he  promised  to  pre- 
sent to'  Ihe  House  in  the  shape  of 
amendments  when  the  bill  reached  the 
committee  stage.

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of  Twenty-One 
Parents  Waits  on 
Victoria  School  Board  — 
Meet  With  Saanich  Friday. 


Delegation 
Saanich 


A  Joint  meeting  of  the  Victoria  and 
Saanich  School  Boards  on  Frklay  after- 
noon at  4:30  may  bring  about  some  so- 
lution of  the  vexed  question  which  is 
now  agitating  the  parents  ot  Saanich 
school  children  who  have  been  forced 
to  withdraw  from  the  city  schools. 
Chairman  George  Jay  fixed  the  date  for 
the  proposed  meeting  after  bearing  the 
various  spokesmen  of  the  Saanioh  par- 
ents' delegation  which  waited  upon  the 
Victoria  trustees  last  evening  at  their 
regular  monthly  session,  and  for  the 
time  being  the  question  is  in  abeyance. 

Twenty-one  delegates  In  all  attended 
from  Saanioh,  and  without  exception  all 
those  who  spoke  were  appreciative  of 
the  conditions  which  forced  the  Victoria 
Board  to  take  t^e  action  which  It  did 
In  closing  the  schools  to  the  Saanich 
children  after  the  x:astcr  holidaya 
There  was  practically  the  same  unani- 
mity In  the  point  of  view  that  the 
Saanich  trustees  had  not  dealt  with  the 
question    as    they    should    have    done. 

The  first  spokesman  from  Saanich 
summarised  the  reasons  for  their  ap- 
peal from  the  regulation  imposed  by 
the   Victoria   Board. 

First,  the  distance,  a  mile  and  a  half, 
which  the  chMdren  hitherto  attending 
Quadra  School  would  hare  to  go  to  at- 
tend a  Saanich  school,  was  very  incon- 
venient, particularly  as  the  road  to  he 
traversed  was  paved  and  therefore  much 
used  by  automobiles  and  dangerous  for 
children. 

"We  are  here  to  ask  you  to  reconsider 
your  decision  and  give  us  until  the  be- 
gin Ing  of  the  next  school  term  to  find 
the  necessary  aocommodatlen,'*  said  this 
speaker,  who  referred  to  the  fact  that 
a  number  of  the  fathers  of  the  chil- 
dren affected  were  at  the  front. 
Vtaae  te  Here  Xa 

"If  we  could  have  the  additional 
three  months  before  your  ruling  comes 
Into  force  it  would  give  some  of  the 
parents  an  opportunity  to  more  out  of 
their  present  homes  In  Saanich  Into  Vic- 
toria so  that  they  would  come  within 
the  Victoria  school  district."  said  a  lady 
member  of  the  delegation. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  trans- 
portation offered  by  Saanich  would  be 
for  children  only  up  to  ten  years  of  age. 
Those  ever  that  age  would  be  greatly 
Inconvenienced  by  haring  te  leave  the 
school,  particularly  those  1n<  the  en- 
trance class,  who  had  reached  a  critical 
point  in  the  middle  of  a  term.

"I  am  very  much  interested  in  the 
moves  that  are  being  made  here  with 
regard  to  the  establishment  of  an  Iron 
and  steel  industry  on  Vancouver 
Island,"  said  Mr.  K.  Kawakami,  a  pas* 
eengcr  on  the  Fushiml  Maru,  which 
reached  here  from  the  Orient  on  Tues- 
day. Mr.  Kawakami  Is  the  "tramp,"  as 
he  laughingly  terms  himself,  of  the 
Nippon  Yusen  Kalsha.  Japan's  greatest 
shipping  corporation,  and  has  come  to 
this  country  on  a  roring  commission  to 
find  out  "what's  what  and  why"  on  this 
side  of  the  water.  Accompanying  him 
as  far  as  Boston  is  Mr.  R^Kondo,  sen 
of  Baron  Kondo.  president  of  the  eem- 
paay.  who  Is  going  Bast  to  spend  a 
year  at  the  great  technical  school  In 
that  city  in  Dreparatlon  for  his  chosen 
life  work  of  mechanical  engineering. 


"We  have  practically  no  Iron  ore  In 
Japan  and  consequently  must  look  else.* 
where  for  our  supply  of  steel.

"To  begin  with,  the  N.T.K.  Is  a  very 
conservative  company,  and  while  they 
realise  that  the  profits  are  very  great 
at  the  present  time  in  transportation, 
the  cost  of  steel  plates  Is  enormotis, 
and  we  will  be  able  to  build  ships  short- 
ly after  the  war  for  a  fraction  of  what 
they  would  cost  us  now.  If  we  thought 
the  war  would  last  long  enough  we 
would  certainly  start  building  Immed- 
iately, but  we  think  it  will  be  orer  be- 
fore we  would  hare  an  Opportunity  of 
making  good  the  difference  between  the 
present-day  cost  and  the  cost  at  the 
termination  of  lighting."

Characterising  aa  slippery  and  evasive 
the  attitude  of  Premier  John  Oliver,  a 
mass  meeting  of  returned  soldiers,  next 
of  kin.  and  sympathisers,  who  packed 
tbe  Princess  Theatre  to  its  doors  last 
night,  record^  its  emphatic  support  of 
the  representations  made  by  their  depu- 
tation in  the  afternoon  relative  to  tU^ 
alien  enemy  and  civil  service   Issues. 

The  Provincial  Government  came  in 
for  general  denunciation  for  its  apparent 
policy  of  avoiding  aettlement  of  the  re- 
sumed soldier  problems,  and  the  Prem- 
ier's reply  to  the  resolutions  submitted 
to  mm  at  the  steps  of  the  Parliament 
Buildings  was  branded  as  "the  remarks 
of  a  man  who  didn't  know  there  was  a 
war  on."  Ulsnatlsfactlon  with  the  stand 
taken  by  the  Government  was  voiced  by 
almont  every  speaker,  and  it  was  evi- 
dent that  the  agitation  would  not  be  al- 
lowed to  rest.  The  meeting  decided  to 
-strongly  urge  the~Prov!ncTat  Govern- 
ment to  endorse  the  conscription  of 
aliens  proposal  before  the  rising  of  the 
House. 

The  following  resolution  was  alfeo 
passed  by  standing  vote:  "That  whereas 
the  present  Provincial  Government,  un- 
der the  leadership  of  the  laU  Premier,' 
passed  a  Civil  Service  Act,  making  it 
obligatory  for  all  civil  servantn  to  ob- 
tain positions  through  competitive  ex- 
aminations, and  also  containing  a  spe- 
cial clause  concerning  appUcationn  of  re- 
turned soldiers;  and  whereas,  although 
this  Act  is  now  on  the  statute  books  of 
the  Province  of  British' Columbia  but  is 
non-operative  until  a  commifsion  or 
controller  in  appointed,  be  it  renolve-l 
that  this  meeting  here  assembled  now 
ask  the  Hon.  John  Oliver,  in  his  posi- 
tion aa  Premier  of  British  Columbia,  to 
put  the  Act  into  force."

Major  T.  n.  Monk,  who  nctod  nn 
npokenman  of  the  deputation,  Tia»  in 
the  chair.  The  speakers  included  Com- 
rades Dorman.  IT.  W.  Hart,  A.  R.  Berry 
and  Frank  Glolma,  of  the  Great  War 
Veterans'  Anfiocintlon;  Messrs.  Krank 
Tliggins.  Beaumont  Boggs.  of  the  W'in- 
t he- War  League:  Gerald  Crons,  of  the 
m^n's  auxiliary  of  the  Great  War  Vet- 
erans' Aasociation;  Mrs.  Ralph  .Smith, 
M.P.P.;  Mrs.  Thomas  Palmer,  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  Great  War  Vet- 
erans' Association,  and  Mrs.  Day,  presi- 
dent of  the  Next-of-KIn   Association. 

Tho  alien  enemy  question  was  the 
biggest  one  Oanada  had  ever  been  con- 
fronted with  since  the  war  startud.  bar- 
ring onlj^  conscription.  In  the  opinion  of 
Major  Monk.  "If  we  can  get  the  mea- 
sure passed  we  will  put  the  elten  nn 
the  same  footing  as  the  rest  of  us,  and 
that  is  the  only  fair  place  for  him,"  he 
claimed.  "If  the  country  is  good  enough 
to  live  In.  it  Is  good  enough  to  work 
and  flght  for." 

"I  had  no  idea  that  any  white  man 
could  take  exception  to  a  sinvrle  claude 
in  th*'  ali^n  resolution."  declared  Com- 
rade Dorman.  "The  long  arm  of  the 
war  is  stretching  out  and  has  touched 
every  class  except  the  alien.  The  aliens 
arp  working  our  mines,  our  shipyards 
and  war  industries,  while  our  own  snen 
and  boys  have  gone  out  to  flght  for  the 
country.  It  is  right  that  they  should 
have  gone,  but  the  alien  should  co  with 
them.  The  Premier  has  talked  Just  now 
like  a  man  who  didn't  know  there  was  n 
war  on."

Mr.  C.  T,  Cross,  presMent  of  the  Win- 
the-War  League^   nominated  Mr.   Frank 
Hlggina  to   be   spokesman   for  that   or- 
ganisation. 

"We  find  in  this  country— and  I  am 
Italnting  nothing  but  a  true  picture— - 
the  aiens  in  internment  camps  eating 
Ill-spared  food  and  refusing  work  in 
return:  yet  the  Government  had  made 
no  effort  to  make  them  producers  and 
not  consumers.  And  our  public  men 
call  this  a  problem.  Are  they  poltroons 
and  ignoramuses?  Look  at  the  real 
problems  that  confronted'  our  forbears 
and  compare  them." 

Mr.  Higglns  assailed  the  Dominion 
government  for  laxity  In  dealing  with 
the  anti-war  and  alien  elements  and 
claimed  the  Quebec  trouble  could  have 
been  averted  had  a  Arm  hand  been  ap- 
plied at  the  outset.  He  ridiculed  the 
fact  that  Premier  Borden  had  been  re- 
fused a  hearing  at  Kitchener,  Ont..  and 
yet  the  mob  rule  was  tolerated.  Is  the 
Government  composed  of  cowards  or  is 
it  simply  that  the  members  lack  intel- 
ligence? 

'If  the  Provincial  tJovemment  doesn't 
endorse  this  resolution,"  he  continued — 
"We'll  put  in  a  new  one."   shouted  a 
soldier  in  the  audience. 

"It  won't  be  necessary  to  put  In  a 
new  one."  Mr.  Hlggina  went  on.  "If 
they  don't  do  so  on  or  before  the  last 
day  of  the  session  I  am  prepared  to  head 
a  big  delegation  of  citisens  to  go  over 
there  and  demand  it." 

The  proposal  waa  a  popular  one,  and 
cliecrs  and  prolonged  applause  greeted 
it.

Mrs.   Thomas   Palmer,   of  ^e   Ladles' 
Auxiliary  to   the   O.   W.   V.   A.,  assured 
the  support  of   her  organization. 

"The  Government  did  intern  aliens 
In  1914.  Why  don't  they  do  it  nowT' 
asked  Mr.  Gerald  Cross.  The  excuse  of- 
in  a  miserable,  paltry  one."  He  went 
on  to  cite  cases  of  where  he  believed 
the  authorities  had  been  too  easy  in 
dealing  with  aliens.  He  mentioned  that 
there  used  to  be  a  patrol  boat  off  the 
munitions  works  at  James  Island.  Now 
there  was  none.  He  scored  the  Inter- 
national BIblo  Students,  claiming  that 
they  were  as  dangerous  as  German 
aliens.  "If  tho  Government  doesn't  do 
its  duty  in  this  matter  we  put  them  in 
and  we  can  put  them  •ut"  he  advised. 
"After  the  reception  that  this  peace- 
ful delegation  got  at  the  hands  of  the 
Premlpr  I  couldn't  refrain  from  going 
up  those  steps  and  telling  him  he  had 
made  a  mistake,"  said  Mr.  Beaumont 
Poggs.  "He  should  have  told  them  that 
he  would  immediately  enforce  the  Civil 
Service  Act.  That  was  within  his  pow- 
er. He  might  have  said  he  would  lay 
the  other  matters  before  bis  Oovem- 
mant  and  ask  endorsement.  He  said  his 
cxpontive  was  working  over  time.  When 
I  looked  around  and  saw  those  men  who 
had  fought  in  the  horror  of  the 
trenches,  the  mothers  and  wives  of  fall- 
en soldiers  who  were  struggling  in  pov- 
erty because  of  the  sacriflces  they  had 
made,  I  felt  that  the  Premier,  instead 
of  saying  he  had  four  sons,  one  a  sol- 
dier and  two  in  Government-  service, 
might  have  felt  he  was  lucky  in  having 
four  sons  left  and  that  he  could  well 
afford  to  work  overtime  for  nothing 
instead  of  the  17.000  he  is  getting.  I 
supported  the  old  government  until  I 
felt  there  was  time  for  a  change.  Now 
I  feel  that  there  is  time  for  a  change 
again.  But  we  don't  •^ant  the  old  party 
in.  We'll  have  nothing  to  do  with  Bow- 
ser and  Hawthomthwaite.  We  want  a 
representative  of  the  men  who  have 
been  in  the  trenches.  Anyone  who  op- 
poses a  soldier  candidate  will  be  insult- 
ing the  returned  soldiers  ^  a^d  their 
wives." 

Mrs.  amMh  •OeMea  Oypoeltlen 
When  Mrs.  Ralph  Smith  was  asked  to 
speak.  Comrade  Berry  voiced  his  objec- 
tion on  the  ground  that  the  meeting 
was  to  be  a  poMtlcal  one.  Mrs. 
Hmith  courageously  and  effectively  an- 
swered the  opposition  to  her  speaking. 
silenced  those  who  tried  to  interrupt 
her  at  the  ouUet.  and  dramatically  won 
her  audience  to  a  state  where  it  ap- 
plauded almost  every  utterance  she 
made,  and  cried  "Go  on"  when  s'he  said 
she  had  nothing  more  to  say. 

"I  am  not  a  politician.  I  am  a  wo- 
man." ahe  declared.  "And  when  I  was 
elected  In  Vancouver  the  people  vpoke 
with  no  uncertain  voice.  They  said, 
'You  are  a  soldier's  mother.*  And  as 
long  as  Ood  lenda  me  breath,  and  It 
may  not  be  for  long,  I  will  work  for 
those  soldiers  and  their  womenfolk." 
Bhe  declared  herself  in  favor  of  con- 
scription of  aliens  and  said  she  had  al- 
ready made  her  attitude  clear  on  that 
point.  She  asserted  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment had  refrained  from  speaking 
according  to  its  conscience  and  doing 
Justice  in  the  matter.  Bhe  attacked 
other  "half-hearted"  war  administra-

Minister  of  Mines'  Measure 
Will  Be  Approved — New- 
castle's Member  Wants  Six- 
Hour  Day  for  Coal  Miners. 


To  give  miners  working  in  the 
metalifferous  mines  of  the  province  an 
elght-liour  day  was  the  purpose  of  the 
bill,  the  second  reading  of^  which  was 
ordered  by  the  Legislature  last  night 
after  its  terms  had  been  explained  by 
Hon.  William  Sloan.  Minister  of  Mines, 
and  some  criticism  had  been  offered  by 
Mr.    Hawthomthwaite    (Newcastle). 

The  bill,  the  minister  explained,  would 
give  the  eight-hour  day  to  the  men  to 
run  from  the  time  they  left  the  sur- 
face until  they  returned.  Since  lOOS 
this  had  been  enjoyed  by  the  coal 
miners  of  the  province,  whose  day  was 
eight  hours  from  "bank  to  bank." 
Since  the  bill  was  brought  down,  the 
Minister  stated,  mine  owners  had  met 
him  and  had  pointed  out  it  might 
slightly  increase  cost  of  production  and 
that  tho  time  allowed  would  not  prove 
Buflflcient  for  them  to  provide  for  the 
change.  There  might  be  merit  in  those 
arguments,  the  Minister  was  willing  to 
admit,  but  he  emphasised  the  neeessity 
of  a  contented  body  of  miners  in  the 
province  and  believed  that  the  Incren.^- 
ed  cost  to  the  owners  would  be  incon- 
sequential, while  experience  had  shown, 
in  the  case  of  the  coal  mines  in  British 
Columbia  as  well  as  In  Great  Britain, 
where  a  Similar  principle  was  Invoked, 
that  the  better  condition  of  the  miners 
had  resulted  in  an  actual  Increase  in 
production. 

Last  year's  labor  troubles  at  remle. 
Trail  and  Rossland  all  had  their  root 
in  the  hours  of  labor,  he  said,  and  an 
eight-hour  day  for  the  underground  an 
well  as  the  surface  workers  would  ob- 
viate those  troubles.  He  quoted  flgures 
to  show  that  the  coal  production  of 
British  Columbia  had  steadily  increased 
despite  the  bringing  Into  effect  of  the 
principle  In  connection  with  the  coal 
miners.  He  quoted  the  Right  Hon. 
Winston  Churchill  to  show  how  condi- 
tions in  England  had  been  improved  by 
a  similar  lew,  that  any  temporary  re- 
tarding of  production  would  be  more 
than  overcome  as  the  benefits  of  the 
law  were  felt. 

Mr.  Hawthomthwaite  expressed  the 
belief  that  the  bill  would  be  unanimous- 
ly supported  by  the  House,  which,  he 
opined,  owed  the  Minister  an  apology 
In  that  while  they  had  all  thought  Hon. 
Mr.  Sloan  had  been  spending  his  time 
Ashing,  the  fact  was.  apparently,  he 
had  been  burning  the  midnight  oil.  It 
might  be  suggested  the  secretary  of  the 
Minister  had  prepared  the  speech  the 
House  bad  Just  heard  and  looked  up 
the  authorities  quoted.  Personally,  the 
member  for  Newcastle  thought,  he 
would  have  to  devote  more  time  to 
looking  up  "the  dope"  if  he  hoped  any 
meaaures  of  his  would  flnd  support 
from  the  Government  side.  He  painted 
to  the  fact  that  the  Minister  was  bring- 
ing down  another  and  similar  bill  to 
amend  the  Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act 
to  give  the  eight-hour  day  to  surface 
workers  in  coal  mines,  but  exempting 
men  engaged  In  certain  lines.  At  Wel- 
lington, Cumberland  and  Nanalmo  most 
of  tho>m  workers  were  Orientals  or  Hin- 
&\if,  and  no  doubt  they  would  appreciate 
It. 

Mr.  Hawthomthwaite  said  the  coal 
miners  of  the  Province  had  aaked  of 
the  Minister  a  six-hour  day  and  if  It 
was  reasonable  to  give  every  worker 
an  eight-hour  day  the  shorter  day  for 
the  coal  miner  was  a  necessity,  for  he 
never  put  his  foot  In  a  mine  that  he 
did  not  take  his  life  in  his  hands. 
Even  in  Conservative  old  England  tha 
coal  miners  enjoyed  the  six-hour  day. 
British  Columbians  flattered  themselves 
they  were  ahead  of  the  Old  Country, 
which,  they  held,  was  somewhat  dld- 
fashloned.  but  tbe  fact  was  British  Col- 
umbia was  twenty-flve  years  behind  the 
times  in  the  matter  of  labor  legislation. 
He  promised  he  would  submit  an  amend- 
ment providing  for  the  six-hour  day 
when  the  bills  were  in  the  committee 
stage. 

Hon.  Mr.  Sloan  quoted  flgures  to  shew 
that  the  amendment  to  the  Coal  Mines 
Regulation  Act  would  affect  1.410  em- 
eraployees  above  ground,  of  whom  ttO 
were  Orienuls.  TTnderground  the  Ori- 
entals were  lees  than  40e,  not  1,400,  aa 
the  member  for  Newcastle  had  stated 
recently.

Mr.  Oeorge  Bell  (Victoria)  atated  the 
Vacant  l«ot  Committee  m  Victoria  had  le- 
celved  the  almost  unanlmoua  conaent  of 
ownira  for  tbe  iMc  of  vaeaat  icta,  but  the  • 
trouble  waa  that  many  ownara  are  ab- 
IMnteca  and  their  conaant  could  not  be  aa- 
cured.  It  was  hoped  to  grow  not  only 
roota   but    hay   and   fodder   crops. 

Mr.  Hawthomthwaite  declared  tbe  bill 
to  be  the  flrat  step  Uiien  by  the  Oovem- 
maat  to  further  increased  prodactlen.  a 
policy  tbe  Oovemment  had  t>«en  allowing 
to  creep  alowly  upon  the  mrmbera.  He 
deetared  the  day  waa  not  far  dlataat 
whan  tha  Prevlnce  would  aee  tbe  shadow 
of  fanlaa  preaalng  spen  It.  Already  It 
liad  got  to  the  atage  when  a  family  eould 
purebaea  but  ona  aaek  of  flour  at  a  tima, 
and  that  of  aa  inferior  quality.  It  had 
even  baeo  predicted  that  after  July  there 
would  txt  no  more  wheat  greand.  All  ex> 
pectod  tha  Oovernmaat  weald  malM  soma 
BtroBg  move,  la  rlew  ef  the  inereestng 
coat  of  living,  te  deal  with  the  whole  mat- 
ter of  greater  production.  Barely  the  Oav- 
erament  did  not  eonalder  that  the  bill  was 
alt  that  ahould  be  dona,  a  bill  limited 
In  seope  and  ona  that  would  give  a  great 
deal  of  annoyance.  He  oblected  to  the 
prevlatons  ciade  for  serving  aotlee  spen 
absentee  ownara,  who  migbt  be.  probably 
would  be.  be  aald.  aoldlera  ea  active  ser- 
vice. In  view  of  the  draMIe  powers  some 
better  notice  ahould  be  given,  capecially 
as  aueh  entry  upon  lands  was  not  by  or 
for  tha  beaeflt  of  the  crown,  but  for  peo- 
ple who  would  deubtloss  malte  a  vront 
out  ef  their  veatere.  If  the  Oovemment 
weald  take  up  lialf  a  mllUen  acres  aad 
cultivata  them  It  weald  be  gatUng  sobm- 
whara.

«5i-M.P:P.,  and  ex-eecreUry  of  the  Win- 
nipeg Trades  and  Labor  Council,  well 
known  In  Canadian  labor  olrolee  from 
coast  to  coast,  hna  enlisted  in  a  local 
conitructlon  battalion  for  overseas  ser- 
vice, and  is  today  In  uniform. 

At  the  last  it(rovincial  election  Mr. 
ICIkr  was  returned  as  an  independent 
labor  member  for  North  Winnipeg:,  an^ 
his  attitude  in  the  I.>eirlslature  on  mat- 
ters connected  with  the  war  excited  a 
Itreat  deal  of  public  criticism.  He  re- 
signed his  Mat  to  contest  North  Win- 
nipeir  as  the  Laurier  candidate  In  the 
recent  federal  campalim.  but  was  beaten 
by  the  Unionist  candidate,  who  had  an 
overwhelming  majority.

certainly  the  enemy  outnumbered  the 
Allies  greatly. 

Tho  British  divisions  which  nmde 
such  a  gallant  stand  at  Glvenchy, 
twice  throwing  the  Germans  out  and 
then  holding  the  place,  was  rtjcordcd 
as  beinc  very  weak. 

The  Germans  began  with  an  intense 
bombardment  and  then  put  down  one 
of  their  heaviest  barrages  thua  far 
seen.  Under  protection  of  this  they 
advanced,  and,  having  llltered  through 
the  Portuguese  outposts  unnoticed  In 
the  heavy  fog,  threw  themselves  on 
the  front  line. 

After  an  hour  of  fighting  the  enemy 
sained  possession  of  the  front  lino 
east  of  FlauqulMsart,  in  the  centre  of 
the  sector  Involved.  With  the  aid  of 
further  barrage  they  surged  forward 
and  attacked  the  second  line,  which 
they  also  occupied.  It  was  about  11 
o'clock  when  the  enemy  pushed  Into 
Laventie,  which  rendered  the  situa- 
tion at  Fleurbalx,  on  the  north,  a  very 
dlfflcult  one. 

Portuguese  Driven  Rack 

The  Portuguese  were  holding  the 
line  from  near  Laventie  to  Richc- 
bourg-St  Vaast,  and  here  they  clung 
until  about  two  In  the  afternoon,  when 
the  enemy  made  a  charge  over  tho 
open  ground  against  them.  The  de- 
fending positions  were  carried  by 
storm,  and  the  Portngueae  forced  to 
fall  back  to  a  line  previotisly  prepared, 
where  they  were  Joined  by  BritMi  re- 
Inforcementa. 

North  of  Laventle  the  endniy  had 
,  aacceeded  in  croaslny  the  Lys  In 
■mall  numbers,  getting  a  footlns  In 
Sstalre*.  but  tbia  mornlnv  were 
thrown  out  by  a  ceonter-attaek.  Dvr- 
Ing  the  night  a  eoanter-attack  far- 
ther north  also  ptaehed  the  enemy 
Wck  approximately  te  the  river. 

Glvenchy  was  the  pivot  of  the

Ludendorff  Plans  by  Hurling 
Masses  of  Men  Against 
Allies  to  Find  Weak  Spot  for 
Breaking  Through, 


LONDON,  April  10.— (Via  Reuters 
Ottawa  Agency)— Telegraphing  from 
British  headquarters  in  France  this 
evening  Reuter's  correspondent  says: 

"Throughout  the  day  the  struggle 
north  of  Bethune  waxed  and  waned. 
The  artillery  duel  developed  southward 
to  the  vicinity  of  Wytschaete.  It  is 
clear  the  Germans  are  making  a  des- 
perate effort  to  break  through  any- 
where by  shock  tactics  which  would 
perchance    disclose   weakness. 

During  the  two  days  of  flghting  the 
enemy  pressed  us  back  at  certain  places, 
necessitating  readjustments  of  our  line. 
Elsewhere  the  enemy  Is  flinging  his 
main  weight  into  an  endeavor  to  de- 
stroy the  flghting  powers  of  the 
British. 

"This  morning  the  Germans  were  re- 
ported to  be  In  the  village  of  Messlnes 
and  Ploegsteert  Wood,  although  only  In 
small  numbers.  The  enemy  obtained  a 
footing  in  ISstaires  this  morning,  but  Is 
reported  to  have  been  driven  out  later. 
Our  troops  are  flghting  magniflcently, 
and  are  well  supported  by  the  srtlllery. 
The  enemy  employed  at  least  eight  di- 
visions. 

"The  head  of  the  enemy  assault  was 
the  centre  of  the  Portuguese  front. 
Owing  to  the  thickness  of  the  weather, 
considerable  numbers  of  Germans 
trickled  through  while  the  alarm  was 
being  given  and  consequently  attacked 
In  the  rear  as  well  as  frontally.  The 
Portuguese  were  forced  to  retire.  A 
brilliantly  fought  rearguard  action 
averted  serious  menace  at  this  point, 
but  the  retiring  movement  t>ecame  in- 
eviUble. 

"Glvenchy.  which  Is  valuable  tactic- 
ally, was  captured  by  the  enemy,  who 
was  driven  out  by  a  counter-attack,  but 
this  was  not  In  sufflelent  numbers  to 
withstand  the  oncoming  waves,  and 
early  in  the  aftqmoon  the  Germans  car- 
ried Glvenchy. 

"It  was  Just  t>efore  dark  that  the  BBth 
Division,  consisting  of  mainly  of  Lan- 
cashire territorials,  made  a  flne  charge 
and  again  raetored  Glvenchy. 

"Today  there  has  been  little  disposi- 
tion to  further  attack  along  the  south- 
ern flank  of  yesterday's  thrust,  and  the 
battle  Is  setting  northward.  The  Ger- 
mans are*  Shelling  all  the  towns  and 
villages  a  long  way  back,  sad  also  the 
roada,  with  steady  Inalstenea.  employing 
to  the  utmost  thalr  great  numbers  of 
guns  bronrht  from  other  fronta

IS  NOT  EXEMPT 


Ruling  Made  by  Central  Appeal 
Judge  in  Case  of  Montreal 
Lawyer  Who  Has  Rank  of 
Captain. 


OTTAWA.  April  10.— The  Central  Ap- 
peal Judge  under  the  Military  Service 
Act,  in  a  Judgment  handed  down  today, 
decloes  that  an  individual  Is  not  en- 
titled to  exemption  from  overseas  ser- 
vice because  of  the  circumstance  that 
he  Is  a  member  of  "Mis  Majesty's  regu- 
lar reserves  or  auxiliary  forces,"  as  de- 
fined by  the  army  act  The  appllcatftNl 
dealt  with  is  that  of  S.  Lavery.  ot 
Longueuil.  Que.,  a  lawyer  who  holds  a 
commlssioo  as  captain  in  the  Canadian 
militia. 

The  Central  Appeal  Judgment  says: 

"It  is  contended  by  the  subject  of  the 
application  that  as  the  King's  regulations 
are  made  part  of  the  act  by  section  13. 
sub-section  1.  and  as  by  force  of  these 
regulations  an  officer  can  only  be  re- 
duced In  rank  In  consequence  of  the  sen- 
tence of  a  court-martial,  and  as  he 
holds  a  captain's  commission  In  the 
Canadian  militia.  It  must  follow  that  he 
Is  not  liable  to  be  called  otft  under  sec- 
tion 3  of  the  Military  Service  Act  The 
answer  to  this  contention  Is  that  slnoe 
he  Is  a  person  falling  within  section  3, 
the  provisions  of  the  King's  regulations, 
even  If  thery  confer  any  rights  once  he 
Is  called  out,  do  not  affect  bis  liability 
to  be  called  out  under  section  two." 

The  subject  of  the  application  als9 
claims  exemption  because  he  Is  practis- 
ing his  profession  as  a  lawyer  in 
Montreal,  and  on  this  ground  exemption 
was  allowed  by  the  local  tribunal.  The 
exemption  was  disallowed.  *

Aviatl^p  Fund,  who  beatled  tho  depu- 
tation, iiald  it  was  proposed  that  tha 
Dominion  Government  should  present 
two  of  the  squadrons,  one  to  be  com- 
posed of  training  mAchines  for  use  at 
home  and  the  other  of  battle  or  scout 
machines  to  be  sent  to  the  front. 

Mr.  Howell  said  that  conslderatlohi 
would  be  given  to  the  latter  by  tha 
government,  although  they  had  al- 
ready been  dealing  with  suggestions 
of  this  character.  Th«s  only  objection 
to  the  proposal,  he  said,  if  ^cie  was 
any  objection,  was  that  the  Canadian 
Government  might  deem  it  aJviaable 
to  make  expenditures  on  other 
branches  of  the  service  instead  of 
nmking  gifts  to  the  Imperial  Treasury.

That  tho  four  I.M.B.  wooden  ataamara 
building  at  tha  Poplar'  lalaad  yarda  oa 
tha  Fraaer  River  will  not  come  to  Vic- 
toria to  have  their  ehglnea,  boUera  and 
auxiliary  ntachlnery  Installed,  but  will 
have  the  work  done  at  New  Westmins- 
ter, waa  the. decision  come  ta  by  Mr.  R. 
P.  Butchart  and  Capt.  J.  W.  Troup,  of 
the  Imperial  Munltlona  Board,  yester- 
day. 

On  Tuaaday  Mayor  Gray,  of  the  Queen 
City,  and  Mr.  John  Haatle,  president  of 
the  Poplar  Island  concern,  wore  in  the 
city  aad  laid*  their  propoaltlon  before 
the  I.M.B.  officials.  The  two  Mainland 
vlaltora  points  out  that  the  oonveralon 
of  the  Westmlitater  Conatruetion  A  En- 
glneerlnc  Company'a  {riant  Into  an  as- 
aembling  plant.  aubaldUry  to  the  main 
one  at  Victoria,  with  the  object  of 
handling  the  four  steamers  building  on 
the  i<Yaaer,  would  expedite  the  work  of 
faking  the  fleet  ready  for  aea  aervlce. 

"The  city  of  New  Westminster,"  said 
Mayor  Oray,  "Is  prepared  to  offer  every 
Inducement  to  have  an  I.M.B.  assemb- 
ling plant  located  there,  and  we  are 
prepared  to  give  the  free  use  of  the 
wharf  at  the  foot  of  Tenth  Street  and 
of  the  big  derrick  dredge  .lohn  A.  l<ee."

How  the  Colombo  M&ru,  5,500-ton 
Bteamshlp  of  the  Nippon  Tuaen 
Kalsha's  fleet,  was  destroyed  at  sea 
by  Are  a  little  over  a  fortnight  ago 
when  on  its  way  from  Mojl,  Japan,  to 
Batavia,  la  told  in  Oriental  exchanges 
received  yesterday. 

On  the  evening  of  March  19  Are 
was  discovered  raging  ifi  hold  No.  % 
of  the  steamship.  Huses  and  all  flro- 
flghting  apparatus  possible  were 
brought  Into  requisition  to  arrest  the 
progress  of  the  flames,  but  in  spite  of 
this  the  Are  had  gained  such  head- 
way by  next  morning  that  no  hope 
was  held  out  of  saving  the  vessel. 
The  Colombo  waa.  however,  taken  in 
tow  by  a  passing  ahip  and  attempta 
were  made  to  get  her  to  land.  In 
latitude  32.25  N.  longitude,  128.7  E.. 
the  veasel  was  cut  adrift,  as  she  waa 
then  a  mass  of  raging  flames.  Her 
captain  and  crew  were  taken  off  by 
the    Seifuku    Maru. 

The  ill-fated  Colombo  Maru  was  in 
Victoria  some  months  ago  as  an  extra 
freight  carrier  for  tho  N.T.K.

That  many  articles  which  have  hith- 
erto been  allowed  entrr  Into  the  United 
Statea  from  Canada  will  after  Sunday 
be  on  tho  forbidden  list  was  announced 
by  the  United  States  Consul  yesterday. 
After  Sunday  It  will  be  necessary  to 
hold  a  special  permit  to  ship  anything 
to  the  republic  that  is  on  the  embargoed 
list.  The  local  consul  has  no  power  to 
grant  permits,  these  being  issued  en- 
tirely by  the  War  Trade  Board.  The 
consujl,  however,  will  have  to  endorse 
any  application  for  a  permit. 

This  action  on  the  part  of  the  United 
\Btates  Government  is  brousht  about  aa 
a  result  of  the  congested  condition  of 
railways  on  the  other  side,  in  some 
case;B  this  being  so  aggravated  aa  to  ser- 
iously hamper  traffic.  It  Is  their  inten- 
tion to  permit  to  l>e  imported  only  those 
things  which  they  are  in  great  need  of 
at  the  present  time,  and  on  all  other 
articles  a  strict  embargo  is  placed. 

Among  the  many  articles  on  the  list 
are:  Agricultural  Implements;  live 
wtock,  except  for  breeding  purpoaes;  art 
works;  blacking  and  all  preparations  for 
cleaning  shoes;  all  breadstuffs,  except 
wheat  and  wheat  flour:  cars,  carriages 
and  other  vehicles;  all  acids;  clocks, 
watches,  and  parts  thereof;  draughts: 
chessmen:  billiard  balls:  poker  chips; 
eggs  of  poultry;  explosives,  except  ful- 
minates and  (unpowder  feathers,  natur- 
al and  artiflcial;  flah  hooka;  rods;  reels; 
artiflclal  bait;  all  fruits,  except  pine- 
apple and  bananas;  gold  and  silver 
manufactures;  non-mlneral  paints  and 
varnishes;  pencils  and  pencil  leads; 
photographic  goods;  plants,  trees, 
shrubs  and  vines;  soap;  candy  and  con- 
fectionery; all  vegetables,  except  beans 
and  lentils,  either  In  their  natural,  pre- 
served or  dried  state.

ERICA'S  HELP 
PROVES  TIMELY 


Mr.  Lloyd  George  Makes  Re- 
ference to  President's  Offer 
of  Troops  in  France  for  Im- 
mediate Employment. 


LONDON,  April  1».— Premier  Lloyd 
Qeorse   in   his   speech   aald: 

"The  next  step  to  which  I  should 
like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  House 
la  the  material  anl  dramatic  assist- 
ance rendered  by  President  Wilson  In 
this  emorjency— one  of  the  most  Im- 
portant decisions  In  the  war.  In  fact 
the  issues  of  the  battle  might  well  bo 
determined    by    this    decision. 

"In  America  there,  is  a  very  oon^d- 
erable  number  of  men  in  the  cbvtTne 
of  training,  and  the  Allies  look  for. 
ward  to  having  a  large  American 
Army  in  France  In  the  Hprlng.  It 
haa  taken  longer  than  expected  to  turn 
those  soldiers  Into  the  necessary  divi- 
sional organizations  If  America 
waited  to  complete  the  divisional  or- 
ganisations It  would  not  be  posaibia 
for  these  troops  in  any  large  numher 
to  take  part  In  this  battle  In  this  cam- 
paign, although  It  might  be  very  well 
the   decisive   battle   of  the   war. 

"This  was,  of  course,  one  of  the 
most  serious  disappointments  from 
wblch  the  Allien  ha<1  sutrered.  It  In  no 
use  pretending  It  was  not  one  of  onr 
f'hlef  causes  of  anxiety.  We  depended 
upon  it  largely  to  make  up  for  the  de- 
fection of  RTissla.  Under  the  circum- 
stances we  therefore  submltte.1  to  the 
President  of  the  United  .States  a  defi- 
nite proposal.  We  had  the  advantnirn 
of  having  the  Becretsry  of  Htate  for 
War  In  this  country  within  two  or  three 
days  after  the  battle  had  rommenred. 
Mr.  Bslfour  and  T  hnd  ^s_long  con- 
versation with  him  upon  the  whole 
sittiation,  and  we  submitted  to  him 
certain  recomendatlona  which  we  had 
been  advised  to  make  to  Mr.  Baker  and 
the  American  Government.  President 
Wilson  submitted  to  the  proposition 
without  any  hesitation,  with  the  reauU 
that  arrangements  are  now  being  mada 
for  the  fighting  strength  of  the  Amer- 
ican army  to  be  Immediately  brought 
to  bear  In  this  struggle,  a  struggle 
which  la  only  now  beginning  to  thlaex. 
tent,  and  It  Is  no  mere  small  extent 
that  tha  Oarman  attack  has  been  held 
up.  It  has  atlrred  up  the  resolution 
and  aaergy  of  America  beyond  any- 
thing that  has  ocourred. 

"I  entreat  the  nation  t,o  stand 
united  for  the  united  control  of  the 
strategic  operations  of  arm  lea  at  tha 
front.  We  know  how  much  depends 
upon  unity  of  oonoenttationa.  Wa  are 
fighting  a  very  powerful  foa,  who  In 
so  far  as  he  haa  triumphed,  haa  tri. 
umphed  mainly  because  of  superior 
nntty  and  the  concentration  of  hta 
atrategic  plana. 

"It  to  too  early  to  state  yet  with  ac- 
eurary  our  loaaes,  because  in  the  cmnm 
of  a  battle  over  auch  a  wide  front 
fought  with  auch  intensity  for  over  a 
fortnight,  with  vast  numbera  of  man 
engaged,  the  loaaca  auatained  must  be 
eonalderable.  The  claima  of  the 
enemy  aa  to  capturea  have  been 
groaaly  exaggerated,  and  Pleld  Mar- 
ahal  Halg  haa  aaaured  me  that  they 
were  quite  Impoaalble  from  the  Agurea 
at  hta  diapoaal.  and  which  he  ahowed 
me.  and  the  enemya  claima  aeem 
quite  prepoateroua  from  the  atatement 
ba  made  to  me.

oonatderatlon  la  tha  natter  of  ahtp" 
building  or  ahtp'ropalr.  It  appeared 
to  bo  a  rut  that  Tletoria  and  Vmi* 
convor  took  no  intarast  la  the  pro- 
greoa  of  thotr  northern  alater  aad 
made  no  oftort  to  ghf  a  holplag  hand, 
deaplU  tho  fkct  that  Northeon  BiMlah 
Columbia  was  predudag  mllliooa  and 
beaafltlng  tho  aouthorp  cltlea.  The 
proopartty  of  Vlotarla,  Vaaoeaver  aad 
other  aouthem  centrea  depended  to  * 
great  extent  upon  the  preoperity  of 
the  oorthem  portioM  of  tho  Proviaooh 
Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  AoMarad.  and  tt  waa 
bad  policy  for  them  to  lot  the  outly- 
ing  sections  carry  on  a  lone  fight. 
Thla  indifference  between  aectiona  of 
tho  Provioce  was  but  another  lllua- 
tratlon  of  tha  indifference  ahown  by 
the  Baat  to  Brltlah  Columbia.  It  waa 
hardly  to  be  wondered  at  that  the 
Baat  should  Obow  little  regard  to  t^e 
West  when  that  spirit  waa  domott« 
atratad  to  such  a  marfcad  dogroo 
wtthUi  the  Piovlnco  Itaolf.

Correcting  the  improaolon  of  aomo 
members  of  the  Government  side  that 
he  had  been  elected  by.  a  majority  of 
seven^lt  was  aVOtt  loss,  he  said-^Mr. 
Richard  Wallia,  Conaarvatlve  member 
for  Albeml  expreaaed  himself  satlaflod 
with  having  aeoured  a  majority  at  alL 
He  waa  proud  of  the  fact  that  the 
people  of  hla  own  aeotlon.  whora  ho 
had  lived  for  thirty  yeara.  bad  given 
him  a  aubatantial  majority,  a  fa«t 
that  led  him  to  believe  ho  had  been  a 
fairly  useful  'member  of  that  com- 
muhity.  The  reason  for  the  loss  of 
that  riding  to  the  Qovernment  was 
because  the  people  there  resented  the 
fact  they  had  been  kept  so  long  with- 
out representation,  and  because  cer- 
tain promises  made  had  not  been, 
carried  out  The  mistake  had  been 
made  by  the  Oovemment  in  not 
bringing  0^  tho  byeloetion  shortly 
after  the  1010  elections,  for  then  no 
Opposition  would  have  been  forth- 
coming to  the  Brewster  Government 

Mr.  WallU  entered  his  protest 
against  the  system  adopted  In  the 
estimatao  of 'lumping  lata  an  aggre- 
gate sum  tha  oatlaya  to  b«  made  for 
road  purposos,  a  "Jaok-pot,"  aa  tho 
member  for  Delta  had  termed  It 
Buch  a  system  preventOd  a  member 
khowlAg  what  amoilAt  was  to  be  allo- 
cated to  his  district  Tho  expondl- 
tares  for  the  Albernl  district  had 
dropped  from  H0.083  In  1014-1016  to 
129,863  last  year  for  some  4*3  miles 
Of  rood,  pf  whloh  over  seventy  miles 
are  part  of  the  celobrated  Canadian 
Highway.  Last  yoar  there  waa  en- 
tered at  Victoria  no  less  than  803 
motor  cars  of  tourisu  with  thirty- 
day  permits,  and  twenty-seven  cars 
for  alxtynlay  permits,  or  110  caM  In 
alL  In  addition,  as  many  more  cars 
entered  by  way  of  Naruilmo.  It  was 
certain  that  ninety  per  cent  of  those 
tourists  travOIIed  over  the  Canadian 
Highway,  which  today.  In  some  sec- 
tions. Is  in  worse  condition  than 
ever  before.  The  old  methods  of  road 
making  were  still  boing  followed,  ono 
absOltrtely  out  of  date.  But  by  an  In- 
crease In  the  motor  tax  on  the  Bug' 
Heh  system  of  an  Increase  in  tax  as 
the  horse  powor  of  the  motor  In- 
creases, more  money  would  ba  avail* 
able.  In  England  that  Ux  inoreaaes 
from  t2.2  for  a  six  and  ohO-haif  hOTse 
power  car,  to  £42  for  a  car  exoeodMif 
•0  horse  power,  a  system  which  he 
believed,  should  be  adopted  hero. 
Motor  owners  wore  convinced  tha 
preient  system  of  taxation  was 
wrong.  Mr.  Wallls  said,  and  they 
would  be  willing  to  pay  a  higher  tax 
on  the  horse  poVer  or  weight  Of  the 
car,  provided  tha  extra  tax  were  spent 
upob  permanent  highway  work. 
Need  of  Road  Work 

Further,  he  suggested  that  the 
money  spent  on  roads  be  not  wholly 
confined  to  the  trunk  roads  as  was 
th(!  case  last  year,  but  attention  be 
paid  to  the  by-roads.  Touriata.  he 
thought,  would  not  reseht  a  fee  of. 
Buy,  one  dollar  being  charged  them 
when  entarint  the  Province,  aad.  he 
pointed  out  It  had  been  suggested 
tha\  the  municipalities  should  be  al- 
lowed to  collect  the  motor  taxes  on 
heavy  lories  and  trucks  operated 
within  the  conflnos  of  the  mualel* 
paliUes. 

Mr.  Wallls  stated  the  testing  of 
cattle  for  tuberculosis  was  an  import- 
ant question,  and  either  tha  Govern- 
ment shdiild  mako  It  compulsory  for 
cattle  owners  or  It  should  be  left 
alone.  He  stated  the  OOvernmeat  la- 
speotor  had  come  to  the  Albeml  dis- 
trict Inspected  quite  a  number  of 
cattle  and  ordered  some  killed,  but 
left  uoteated  many  mora  that  he  never 
saw.  8uch  procedure  was  not  satis- 
factory to  the  man  who  had  his  oattle 
tested,  and  especially  unsatisfactory  to 
those  who  had  atock  ordered  slaufht* 
ered. 

Mr.  Wallia  rofOrrOd  Ot  hmgth  to  the 
road  at  the  north  end  of  th«  Island 
rutining  from  Caal  llarbor.  on  QoataUio 
Kound,  to  lisf-dy  Bay,  aoms  ten  rallea 
la  lenath.  Coneeralag  tbta  work  he 
had  placed  a  numl>er  'of  queattona  on 
tho  order  paper.  The  read  wao  wiially 
within  the  riding  of  the  member  for 
Ck>mo«.  and  he  (Mr.  Wallia)  had  at- 
tempted to  mdnce  him  to  eo-opesate  in 
requeating  that  the  road  h*  oarrled 
to  completion,  but  h«  waa  sorry  to 
■ay,  Mr.  Stewart  could  not  be  rot  to 
do  tills.  The  Whalen  Pulp  Company 
waa  bulldlnv  a  13.000,900  plant  in  the 
nel«hb«rh<.ed,  aad  Che  laewiOer  for 
Comox  appeared  to  think  the  company 
should  build  the  road,  aa  it  and  Its 
rmptoyMs  WoMId  bO  meat  beaefited.  Mr. 
Well  IS  referred  to  superiority  et  the 
tiost  service  from  the  Mainland  to 
Hardjr  Bay  oOmyared  with  that  to  West 
Coaat  poiato  and  to  tho  faet  that  theNi 
la  quite  a  larce  aettleotent  at  C^pe 
Bcett  Plahermen'a  Bay.  Holberg;  Qaat- 
■lao.  0a«  Jeaef.  and  athor  potata,  who 
would  be  materially  benefited  by  the 
completion  of  the  road.  The  Whalen

Mr.  Wallia  pot  In  a  plea  for  the 
struggling  fhnaer  aad  aapreaaed  hla 
Pleaaure  that  the  Oovemmeat  inuaded 
to  great  exemption  from  taxation  on 
Improvements,  aomethinr  he  had  always 
advocated.  Also  he  was  glad  to  know 
a  reassessment  of  farm  lands  waa  con- 
templated, and  he  atated  that  a  creat 
nuwy  af  the  farma  In  bis  district  are 
ssseesed  at  boom-time  values,  a  ridl- 
Oolous  situation  reeulting  tn  unbearaMe 
taxation.  He  declared  that  hardly  a 
small  farmer  had,  in  the  past  aix  or 
seven  years,  made  a  living  off.  his  hold- 
Ings,  aad  some  had  l>een  forced  to  work 
elsewhere  Jn  order  to  carry  on  and  pay 
taxes.
